To prevent wax leaking and to 
Btrengthen the box so you will get 
an evenly-formed candle, wrap 
the cardboard mold with “ veral 
layer» of newBpaper tied tightly 
to it with hulf a doien wrappings 
of cord. Groaae the inside with 
vegetable shortening or vaseline. 
The candle will slide out easier as 
a reHiilt. 
Melt l2tSt bars of Culfwax in a 
double boiler (NEVER over di­ 
rect heatl. 
it cool slightly, 
then fill the box with wax and put 
it in the refrigerator overnight so 
that it will harden completely. 
I’hc candle might sag and lose 
it.a shape if vou take it out too 
soon. If you find n slight depres­ 
sion f fter the candle hardens, use 
melted wax to level it. 
Disnolve the three crayons m 
the remaining bar and a half 


of melted wax. Give eac^ side 
the remaining bar and a half of 
melted Gulfwax. Give each side 
of the candle a thin layer of 
green wax with a pastry brosh. 
Give each coat time to harden, 
before going on to the next. Do 
the top last. Spoon a second, 
rougher coating of slightly cooled 
green wax down the sides.
